2. ROGERS. WEDNESDAY BALTOSUN HAS PEPPER ARTICLE, PAGE 5, 
TOKYO, HEADED "JAPAN, US END TALKS, VOW TO HALT BICKERING". 
PEPPER REPORTING ROGERS AND OHIRA SA THEIR TWO COUNTRIES 
WERE NO LONGER QUARRELING WITH EACH OTHER OVER ANNOYING 
BILATERAL PROBLEMS, BUT HAD ENTERED NEW ERA COOPERATION ON 
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VAST ARRAY GLOBAL MATTERS. OHIRA NOTED US AND JAPAN 
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TOGETHER PRODUCE ABOUT 40 PER CENT WORLD'S TOTAL GOODS AND 
SERVICES. ROGERS SAID THIS FACT ALONE MEANS US JAPANESE
